Journal and politics end the 
presidency. Thero is no man iu the 
United States who can furnish a more 
readable interview than Mr. Ingersoll. 
He is bright, sharp in his thrusts 
at the opposition, practical in his .ideas, 
and generally .speaks in a way that inter- 
ests and instructs, 


Mr. Ingersoll does not believe that the 


present administration will control tho 
southern delegates for the reason that it 
has been extremely' friendly- with ihe 
southern republicans, and taking this di- 
vision in the south with the division in 
the north, the chances of President Ar- 
thur he does not consider flatten DR. But 
as.to the successful candidate, Mr, In- 
eersoll would not make eveu a prediction. 
He said tho 'political pot-is boiling, but 
no one has tho slightest idea what the 
witches who nre stirring it will' succeed 
in producing, and the only tliiug to do 
'a to wait.

Ingorsoll's interview that he is not an- 
enthusiastic Blama man in 'Si. 
Thore 


was a time, and it was only eight 
years 
ago, when 
Mr. 
Ingersoll 


thought Elaine to be tho greatest states- 
man in this country. His exalted opin- 
ion of this dashing knight-errant of po- 
litical chivalry, who had the courage to 
hurl his shining lance at the rebels in 
congress1 when other republicans dared 
not make tho thrust, can best be estimat- 
ed by Mr .'Ingersoll's spoeoh for Blame 
at Cincinnati in 1870, a speech that gave 
the great mfidal- a national reputation. 
But in 1884, Mr. Ingersoll says of his 
''knight-errant of political chivalry"— 


It has been said that several years after 


the cavalry of old Napoleon was disband- 
ed,,tho moment the old horses noard the 
bugle-call they would immediately fall 
into lino. Probably the campaign will 
lave a like effect upon Mr. .Blame. The 
lorce ot habit will be such that I think 
long before the convention meets he will 
bo a candidate. He may not think that 
lie wants the place, but I guess ne does, 
and that want will probably be increased 
when he thinks somebody elsa m&y get 
it. 


Mr. Ingorsoll .would not say whether 


Blaino would make a strong candidate or 
not,but he ventured to say: "Hithertoio 
IBS always been strong at the start, and 
has made exceedingly good time for the 
iret halt-mile, but never succeeded in 
getting his nose under the wire first.". 


As to the issues in the canvass, Mr. 


Ingersoll thought thoy would be the 
tariff and civil rights, and for that 
inooaragement ot tho republicans he 
said tho domoora-te would bo on the 
wrong side of both questions. He would 
not express an opinion as to who would 
be the democratic candidate, but whoever 
lie might be he would bo defeated. 
It 


would be difficult for the democrats to 
5nd a candidate who would suit all tho 
factions of the party unless thoy have a 
man who -can squarely stand on both 
sides of the question. 


The difficulty that stands in the way 


at the success of tha democratic party 
this year is clearly pointed out by Mr. 
[ngersoll. The managers of tho party, 
or at least most of. them, aro demanding 
free trade, and will crowd this ussue on 
the campaign; and Mr. Ingersoll says:

1 
believe in a tariff ^for protection, with 
incidental revenue. Kaising a revenue 
should not be tho main object ot the 
tariil. Tho great purpose should be tho 
protection of American manufactures. 


There js a confusion of tongues among 


tho democrats on this question of pro- 
tecting, and the conflict ot opinions and 
purposes will carry them down to defeat. 
The chief reason why Mr.Jtngersoll thinks 
the republicans' will succeed this year IB 
because it represents the progressive 
spirit ot tho country at large, 'ft be- 
lieves in ioternal imprisonment, in pro- 
tecting American labor. It believes in 
goqd, sound, solid, honest .money, I* 
•stands for tho highest and best aspira- 
tions of the American" people, and iu my 
judgment thaji party will continue to suc- 
ceed, until the democratic party adopts 
nearly all of its theories."

I'll North Carolina. 


RALEIGI/, N. C., Fob. 31.—Tho recent bur- 


caub surpasses anything of tho kiud in tho 
history ot tho country. . Thoro woro three, 
electric storms in tho midst of tho general 
storm._ One of theso at 9 o'clock swept just 
north of hero in Wal:o couuty, near Cury, 
wrecking tho dwelling of Tinker Sorrcll, us 
•well as nil hisoutbuiMines. Sorrell was caught 
in tho ruins and his log broken. Sweeping on 
eastwardly tho storm wrecked tho largo reai- 
douco'ot George Peebles, u prominent farmer, 
crushing him to jolly 
under tho heavy 


trains. A timber struck 1 Is brother, de- 
stroying his sight and cans!" . iata! injuries. 
Their aged mother was baa)/ hurt. A stock 
on tho plantation was killed.

In this account ot hie journey iu the 
Iroad in 1881, and' his eicavations in 
caroh ol Homer'e Troy, in 18C2, Dr. 
iohliomann announces that his work, 
oth oC exploration and o£ writing, is 
rought to a close. Ho says:-"My work 
t Troy is now 'ended forever, atter ox- 
ending over more than the period ot ten 
ears, which has a fated connection with 
he legend ot tho city. How many tens 
t years a new controversy may range 
round it, I leave to the critics; that is 
lieir work; mine is done."- This last 
ook is regarded as the supplement and 
ompletion ot his "llioa," published in 
880, but it is also partly a rectification 
it that work. It establishes, as well as 
.nything can bo established by escava- 
ions and criticism, two points o£ great 
nterest to scholars. 
±'he lirat'is that the 


:rojans belonged to tho Aryan race, 
went to Troy from Tina: M, and spoko a, 
ialict very much like ihe dialect ot 
Thraca and Phrygia. The second is that 
ho second prehistoric city was not con- 
fined to the citadel ot Hissarlik, but -was 
pread out also over the lower ground. 
This obviates the objection to the theory 
bat tho second city was the Troy ot Ho- 
mer, 
and tho unmistakable marks ot a 


lonflacration which ho unearthed well- 
nigh made the proof a demonstration. 
Co make assurance doubly sure he h^s 
earned his researches into every part ol 
;ho Troad, without finding anywhere 
mch rums and remains as ho found at 
;uis point. 
This splendid work is en- 


riched with a preface ot thirty pages by 
.'rofesBor Eenr'y A, Sayee, oC Oxford; in 
which he learnedly supports Dr. Sohlio- 
mann'a theories, and praises him without 
stint tor his heroic labors in the interest 
ot science. Few ot the doctors's readers 
and admirers have been aware of the 
hardships^nd sufferings amid which he 
prosecuted bis selt-appointed work, and 
Drought it to a glorious issue in his last 
volume. Tho Turkish authorities, with 
tho characteristic suspicion of an igno- 
rant people, doggedly refused' to believe 
that anyone would dig trenches and pits 
all over tho country to settle nn ineigniG- 
cant point in history and geography and 
attributed his labor to some, secret plot 
against the government.
